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Applicants' representative Ms. Grueneberg proposed to amend 
independent claims 1 and 28 to incorporate the X-ray diffraction 
pattern as shown in Fig. 13, such that the claims recite that 
the titanyl phthalocyanine has an X-ray diffraction pattern as 
shown in Fig. 13. Ms. Grueneberg asked the examiner whether 
such an amendment would overcome the prior art rejections. 

The examiner replied that such an amendment would not 
remove the prior art rejections.- See Niimi' 333, Fig. 6; Tamoto 
(EP'808), Fig. 10; JP'538, Fig. 5; US application 10/804,067, 
Fig. 6; and US application 10/656,280, Fig. 9. The examiner 
stated that the prior art X-ray diffraction patterns appear to 
be the same or substantially the same as the pattern shown in 
Fig. 13 of the instant specification. The prior art X-ray 
diffraction patterns appear to have the same peak locations and 
relative intensities as the those shown in Fig. 13. The 
differences, if any, between the prior art X-ray diffraction 
patterns and the pattern in Fig. 13, appear to be artifacts that 
may be attributed to how the diffraction patterns were obtained 
or to data manipulation, e.g., using smoothing method to remove 
the noise in the pattern. The cited references and the instant 
application are assigned to the same assignee and share a common 
inventor .
